The weight of oe square foot of double-tiled roof, including tiles, bamboo mats, 


battens, rafters, nails, and other timbers, &c., comes to Ibs. 14-3. 


A better roof is obtainable by substituting 4” or 2?” planking and smaller purlins about 
3”X4" placed 2’ apart in place of large purlins, rafters, teak battens, and matting. 
The tiles can be easily laid over the planking. ‘This roof looks very well with a coat 


of varnish, and there is no material increase in the cost. 


The average weight of Mangalore tiles laid on the roof is 9 ewt, per 100 square feet, 
and, when thoroughly saturated with water, they absorb 24 per cent. of Meir weight ; 


English bricks absorb about 7 per cent. 


150 Mangalore tiles will cover about 100 square feet, and the approximate cost is 


Rs, 7 to Rs. 8 per 100. Ridge and hip tiles cost Rs, 25 per 100 approximately. 


The approximate cost of corrugated iron roofing, including iron trusses, angle iron 
purlins, and 20 gauge corrugated iron with fittings complete, is about Re. 1] per 
square foot measured horizontally, but this does not include the cost of cast-iron 


columns and corrugated iron sheeting for the sides of buildings. 


The approximate cost of Mangalore tiled roof, including teak trusses, teak purlins, 


rafters, reepers and tiles, js about Re. Q-14-0 per square foot measured horizontally. 
The slope of the roof should not be less than 30 degrees. 


Howard’s Patent Ventilator is suitable for tiled roofs. It can be adapted for either 
king or queen post trusses. It has been highly approved of by Government, and 
used in uppersstoried barracks at Poona, Kirkee, Ahmednugger, Ahmedabad, and 
other places. The cast for the same may be taken at Rs. 4-2-0 per lineal foot. For

NOTES ON TRUSSES. 


Struts parallel to opposite principal, and divide that on which they impinge equally. 
Width of principals, king or queen post and strairiing beam, equal to that of tie beam. 
The following materials are required for 100 square feet of double-tiled roof :— 

2,200 Tiles, 10"*33". | 

100 Square feet double mat. 

1’-6"-9"-0" Teak Battens. 

240 Nails 1} long, weight 2 Ibs. 64 oz. 


For single tiled roof 1,100 tiles are required, and the other materials same as double 
tiled roof. ‘ 


To find length of rafter, multiply breadth from eave to eave by *877. To find number, 
multiply length of building eave to cave by ‘8. If the rafters procurable are not a multiple of 
the distance between the purlins, there will be waste. 


To find lehgth of Hip rafter, multiply breadth from eave to eave by ‘763. 


NOTES ON ROOFING, 


Unwrought materials are such as are merely sawn out, but not worked or fitted 
in any way. 
Wrought materials are those that have been planed, or worked, or fitted in any way. 


Framed work is when two or more timbers are morticed and tenoned together, or 
scarfed, such as trusses: but wall-plates, or purlins, that are merely checked on to each other, 
are only considered as wrought. 


The woodwork of roofs should invariably be estimated separately from the covering, 
as otherwise the rate per square will vary with the length and breadth of every building. 
The woodwork should include trusses, purlins, wall-plates, rafters, &c. 


A fair rate to take for labour on framed work is 12 annas per cubic foot, including 
fixing in place. 
25 per cent, is usually allowed on the net contents for wastage in converting timber. 


The weight of 1 square foot of double tiled roof is lbs. 30-0175, and the weight of 1 
square foot of single tiled roof is 16-7675. 

For Buildings no corrugated iron of less than 20 B. W. G. should be used, 22 and 24 
gauge being only suited for temporary sheds.

Two ridge poles, each 2}” X 11%”, will be employed, placed on opposite sides of the head 
of the king post with a clear space of 6 inches intervening between them. 


Ventilating Poles. 


2. This space will be preserved by means of cleats, or blocks of wood 17” X 6” X 4", 
placed at intervals of 3’-7" central distance along the length of the ridge. The space between 
the two ridge poles forms an exit for foul air. 


Cast-Iron Brackets. 


3. To form a covering to protect the space, and at the same time to allow of the escape of 
foul air, the verticle limbs of two light cast-iron brackets are secured to the inner face of either 
ridge pole at the points where the cleats, above mentioned, occur. Two bolts are passed through 
the ridge poles, brackets, and cleats, thus securing them in their proper places. 


Slope. 


4, The sloping limb of the cast-iron bracket, which has the same angle as the roof, depends 
over the main roof, so forming a line of supports for the ridge covering.

5. The most durable and economical material for the ridge covering is corrugated iron, 
Two battens, 3” X 1}’, on either bracket, together with a ridge piece, is all the wood-work that 
is necessary. ‘The corrugated iron is bolted to the bracket, the bolt passing through the batten. 


Cost. 


6. Its cost in Bombay is Rs, 4-2-0 per lineal foot, including cast-iron brackets, corrugated 
sheets, ridge capping, and all bolts and nuts,

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NAMES OF PRINCIPAL WOODS 


IN USE IN THE 


BOMBAY PRESIDENCY. 


ARJUN, Is a very strong wood, of a dark-brown colour, and suitable for masts, spars, 
beams and rafters. 
BABUL. The wood is of a light, red colour, close-grained, hard and tough, and, though rather 
heavy, is very durable. 
BAKUL. This wood is heavy, clése and even-grained, of a pink colour, standing a good 
polish, and more suitable for cabinet work, 
BLACK- This wood is too well-known. It is of a dark colour, and very heavy. It is stated 
Woon. to be strong as Zeak for work not exposed to weather. Stands exposure well, 
is sound under water, but when alternately wet or dry decays rapidly. It is 
very suitable for cabinet works. 
CEDAR, This wood is of white or red colour, commonly called “ Agar wood” from the smell 
it gives. It is widely made use of for building carts, for yokes and other purposes. 
CEDAR. Singapur. This wood is imported from Singapur, It is of a reddigh colour, very 
light, and suitable for rough work. 
HONAY. A pretty wood, used in the interior of houses and not durable when exposed. 
HURDA. It is light and cross-grained, possessing little strength and liable to warp. 
JAMRA, This valuable tree,known as the “Iron wood,” is found throughout Southern India, 
furnishing a wood of very superior quality, heavy, hard, close-grained and 
durable, and of a very dark-red colour; it is, however, not easily worked and 
resists nails. It is used for Bridge-building, posts, piles and Railway Sleepers. 
JACK. This tree is found all over India. The wood when dry is brittle and has a coarse 
and crooked grain. It is suitable for some kind of house carpentry and joinery, 
tables, musical instruments, cabinet and marquetry work, &c. The wood when 
first cut is yellow, afterwards changing to various shades of brown. 
KALAMB. This wood is used for flooring planks, packing boxes and cabinet purposes. 
MANGO, The wood of Mango is of inferior quality, coarse and open-grained, of a deep gray 
colour, decaying if exposed to wet, and greedily eaten by white ants. It is, 
however, largely used, being plentiful and cheap, for common doors and door 
posts, boards and furniture, and also for firewodd. It should never be used for 
beams, as it is liable to snap off short. 
TAMA- Thc heart wood is very hard, close-grained,- dark, red, very hard to be worked, 
RIND. used for turnery, also for oil presses and sugar crushers, mallets and plain 
handles, and it is a very good brick burning fuel. : 
UNJUN,. The wood is dark-coloured, heavy, and of an excellent quality for posts.

1. Portland Cement improves by age, if kept from moisture. 
2. The longer it is in setting the stronger it will be. 
8. At the end of a year, 1 of cement to 1 sand is about ths the strength of neat cement; 
1 to 2 about 3 strength; 1 to 8 about trd; 1 to 4, ¢th; 1 to 5 about 3th. 
4. The cleaner and sharper the sand the greater the strength. 
5. The less water used in mixing up the cement the better. 
6. Bricks, stones, &c., used with cement should be well soaked. 
7. Cement setting under sézll water will be stronger than if kept dry. 
8. Blocks of brickwork or concrete should be kept in water until required for use. 
9. Salt-water is not as good as fresh for mixing cement. 
10. Bricks of 1 cement to 4 or 5 of sand are equal to picked stock bricks. 
tl. When concrete is used, a current, either by pumping or otherwise, will carry away 


the cement and leave only the clean ballast.
